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V-E  DAY  MEANS  BIGGER  TASK  FOR  ARMY  MEDICAL  DEPARMENT 

The  ending  of  hostilities  in  Europe  means  that  the  doctors,  nurses, 
technicians  and  other  personnel  who  comprise  the  Army  Medical  Department 
will  now  begin  an  even  bigger  job  than  they  have  been  doing  which  means 
there  is  no  immediate  prospect  for  the  general  release  of  personnel. 
Major  General  Norman  T.  Kirk,  The  Surgeon  General,  declared  on  V-E  Day. 

The  Medical  Department,  he  pointed  out,  not  only  must  continue  to 
care  for  the  sick  and  wounded  but  must  make  immediate  preparations  for 
the  redeployment  of  troops  to  the  Pacific  or  this  country. 

One  of  the  biggest  tasks  will  be  to  give  physical  examinations  to 
some  3,500,000  soldiers  before  they  leave  Europe.  In  addition,  a  goal 
of  90  days  has  been  set  in  which  to  evacuate  the  sick  and  wounded  from 
the  European  Theater  to  this  country.  Then  there  will  be  the  final 
matter  of  redeploying  the  Medical  Department  personnel  and  equipment. 

Soldiers  whose  condition  necessitates  a  medical  discharge  will  be 
given  further  treatment  and  necessary  examinations  in  the  United  States. 
All  soldiers.,  p a :■  or  to  discharge  from  the  service,  will  be  screened  for 
tuberculosis,  syphilis  and  other  diseases,  and  for  possible  strains  and 
other  physical  defects.  Thus  hospitals  here  will  probably  be  operating 
at  capacity  -with  a  critical  need  for  medical  personnel  for  many  months 
to  come. 

"Practically  all  officers  and  men  in  the  Medical  Department  came 
in  for  the  emergency., "  said  the  Surgeon  General,  "and  so  far  as  we  are 
concerned  the  emergency  is  far  from  being  over."

Ohio.,  was  awarded  the  Silver  Star  for 
his  heroism  with  the  45th  Armored  Medical  B  attalion  of  the  3rd  Armored 
Division  during  the  Ardennes  breakthrough  in  December  ,  One  ambulance 
was  knocked  ou4-  and  the  medical  supply  trucks  wore  isolated,,  Lta 
Kerkhoff  organized  a  group  that  went  through  heavy  firo  to  rescue  the 
trucks  which  contained,  such  valuable  life-saving  cargo. 

Lt.  Moeks  of  San  Bernardino,  Calif e-  was  recently  awarded  the 
Bronze  Star  for  his  service  as  assistant  battalion  surgeon.  "In  many 
instances,"  the  citation  reals,  "this  diligent  officer  risked  his  life 
in  evacuating  the  wounded  while  exposed  to  heavy*  small  arms ~  mortar 
and  artillery  fire.  His  aggressive.,  energetic  actions  and  untiring 
devotion  to  duty  savod  tho  lives  of  many  men  " 

Similar  stories  are  heard  on  every  front  where  Medical  Administra¬ 
tive  Corps  officers,  or  Mn.Cs,  are  doing  a  valiant  and  vital  job,  frequently 
under  heavy  fire*  T  he  work  of  the  MACs  is  not  restricted  to  the  com¬ 
bat  zones,  however,  for  thoy  handle  administrative  work  in  almost  every 
phase  of  the  Medical  Departments  activities,  thereby  permitting  doctors 
to  confine  most  of  their  activities  to  professional  duties.  Tho  growth 
in  the  past  three  years  of  the  Medical  Administrative  Corps  from  a 
strength  of  75  to  17,000  is  an  indication  of  the  extent  of  their  holp  to 
the  Medical  Corps.

ARMY  DOCTORS  CONSERVE  FILM  -  MAINTAIN  HEALTH  STANDARDS 

Because  of  serious  civilian  and  military  shortages  of  x-ray  film  and 
photographic  paper.  Army  Medical  Officers  have  been  ordered  to  conserve  these 
materials  while  maintaining  present  high  medical  s  tandards. 

Following  V-E  Day,  Medical  case  histories  will  continue  to  bo  prepared 
on  all  troops  being  redeployed  but  routine  chest  x-rays  will  not  bo  made.  This 
step  will  not  be  necessary,  the  Office  of  The  Surgeon  General  explained,  be¬ 
cause  chest  x-rays  wore  made  of  these  men  when  they  went  overseas  and  the  Army 
has  kept,  a  critioal  medical  eye  on  them  ever  since*  However,  if  the  redeploy¬ 
ment  examination  indicates  tuberculosis  or  any  other  chest  disease,  an  x-ray 
will  be  made  promptly. 


GENERAL  LULL  DISCUSSES  PSYCHONEUROTICS 

Speaking  on  the  "Doctors  Look  Ahead"  radio  program  recently.  Major 
General  George  F,  Lull,  USA, Deputy  Surgeon  General,  stated  that  out  of  every 
hundred  soldiers  suffering  from  combat-engendered  emotional  disturbances, 

40  to  5^  are  fit  for  return  to  combat  after  two  days  under  the  care  of  their 
divisional  psychiatrist.  An  additional  10  to  15  men  return  to  combat  after 
two  weeks  of  treatment  in  forward  hospitals.  About  30  more  of  the  hundred 
improve  sufficiently  to  remain  in  the  theater  in  seme  non-combat  job,  while 
others  can  continue  to  do  some  typo  of  Army  work  in  this  country. 

The  remainder  who  are  discharged  from  the  Army  suffering  from  some  type 
of  psychoneurosis -are  not  insane.  General  Lull  stated  emphatically.  "Treat 
them  with  naturalness,  understanding  and  patience,"  he  advised.  "Help  them 
get  established  in  their  home,  among  their  friends  and  in  a  good  job  —  and 
the  chances  are  10  to  1  that  their  combat  nervous  symptoms  will  fa.de  entirely."

DDT  STUDIED  FOR  OUTDOOR  USE  HERE 

Extensive  investigations  are  now  being  conducted  to  determine  the 
benefits  and  possible  hazards  involved  in  the  contemplated  use  of  the  in¬ 
secticide  DDT  on  a  large  scale  outdoors  as  part  of  a  plan  to  control  insoct- 
borne  diseases* 

In  the  Pacific  Theater,  DDT  proved  highly  valuable  in  bringing  insect- 
borne  diseases  under  control.  However  DDT  will  not  be  employed  indiscriminate 
ly  in  this  country  until  more  research  ^vork  has  been  completed  on  the  general 
biological  effects  of  this  insecticide. 

Besides  killing  insects  that  carry  diseases,  DDT  may  kill  other  insects 
that  are  beneficial  —  and  thus  affect  the  balance  of  nature  which  is  important 
to  agriculture  and  wild  life.  In  combat  zones,  where  the  health  of  the  soldier 
was  at  stake,  it  was  necessary  to  ignore  these  considerations  but  in  the  United 
States  general  outdoor  applications  will  not  be  adopted  until  more  is  known 
a'  out  these  biological  effects.

GENERAL  RANKIN  ADDRESSES  GRADUATING  CLASS  AT  ARMY  MEDICAL  CENTER 


Speaking  on  "Elements  of  Progress  in  Military  Surgery,"  Brigadier  General 
Fred  W.  Rankin,  USA,  Chief  Consultant  in  Surgery  to  The  Surgeon  General,  in 
an  address  to  the  graduating  class  of  the  Army  Medical  School  ,  stated  that 
mortality  rates  from  serious  injuries  such  as  those  involving  tho  head,  chest 
and  abdomen,  have  been  reduced  by  50  percent  and  tho  reconstruction  and  re¬ 
habilitative  surgery  now  being  performed  to  corrcot  the  disfiguring  and  crip¬ 
pling  consequences  of  grave  injurios  is  little  short  of  miraculous. 

Many  factors,  he  pointed  out,  are  involved  in  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  this  unparalleled  record  but  mo*  o  important  than  any  other  is 
the  emphasis  placed  by  tho  Army  on  a  high  level  of  professional  competence  and 
the  careful  and  determined  effort  to  place  this  professional  competence  v/here 
it  will  do  the  most  good#  As  an  example  ho  cited  tho  results  of  an  analysis 
made  of  tho  assignments  of  surgeons  either  certified  by  specialty  boards  or 
with  equivalent  qualifications#  This  showed,  said  G  eneral  Rankin,  that  "well 
over  95  percent  are  performing  their  appropriate  functions  while  most  of  the 
remaining  have  assumed  positions  of  even  greater  responsibility  which  their 
executive  capacity  permits  and  necessity  dictates#"

Colonel  Crawford  F,  Sams,  GSC,  Chief  of  the  Planning  Branch,  Supply 
Division,  G-43has  been  ^warded  the  United  States  of  America  Typhus  Commission 
Modal*  His  citation  declares  that  Colonel  Saras  "rendered  distinguished  service 
from  January  to  August  1943,  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  United  States 
of  America  Typhus  Commission.  As  Chief  Surgeon  at  Headquarters  of  the  United 
States  Army  Forces  in  the  Middle  East,  he  aided  the  Commission  personally  and 
administratively  in  establishing  its  first  Field  Headquarters  at  Cairo,  Egypt.

Germany’s  largest  military  medical  supply  depot  at  Ihringhauson  fell  into 
American  hands  recently  when  the  80th  Infantry  Division  captured  Kassel#  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Division  Surgeon,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Harold  J.  Hallock,  MC,  of 
Winamac,  Ind.,  it  contained  COO  worth  of  new  surgical  instruments  of  ex¬ 

cellent  quality,  vast  stores  of  pharmaceutical  supplies  and  complete  facilities 
for  the  production  of  pills,  medical  capsules,  vials  and  precision  instruments# 
Nearly  4,200  gallons  of  wood  alcohol  were  found  buried  there* 

The  first  Army  Medical  officer  to  enter  the  depot.  Captain  Henry  U*  Meyer, 
MC,;  of  Minneapolis,  Minn*,  said  that  in  strict  observance  of  the  Geneva  Con¬ 
vention,  the  German  medical  personnel  left  the  plant  and  all  medical  supplies 
undamaged#  All  bacteriological  cultures  and  disease  Anooulatod  animals  in 
the  adjoining  experimental  laboratories  had  boon  destroyed  prior  to  capture# 

The  plant  and  supplies  will  bo  used  by  the  Army  Medical  Department  to 
ease  the  drain  on  our  own  supplies  by  captured  Goman  military  and  civilian 
hospitals .

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V-E  DAY  MEANS  BIGGER  TASK  FOR  ARMY  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  ending  of  hostilities  in  Europe  means  that  the  doctors,  nurses, 
technicians  and  other  personnel  v/ho  comprise  the  Army  Medical  Department 
will  now  begin  an  even  bigger  job  than  they  have  been  doing  which  means 
there  is  no  immediate  prospect  for  the  general  release  of  personnel. 
Major  General  Norman  T.  Kirk,  The  Surgeon  General,  declared  on  V-E  Day. 

The  Medical  Department,  he  pointed  out,  not  only  must  continue  to 
care  for  the  sick  and  wounded  but  must  make  immediate  preparations  for 
the  redeployment  of  troops  to  the  Pacific  or  this  country® 

One  of  the  biggest  tasks  will  be  to  give  physical  examinations  to 
some  3,500,000  soldiers  before  they  leave  Europe*  In  addition,  a  goal 
of  90  days  has  been  set  in  which  to  evacuate  the  sick  and  wounded  from 
the  European  Theater  to  this  country.  Then  there  will  be  the  final 
matter  of  redeploying  the  Medical  Department  personnel  and  equipment. 

Soldiers  whose  condition  necessitates  a  medical  discharge  will  be 
given  further  treatment  and  necessary  examinations  in  the  United  States. 
All  soldiers.,  prior  to  discharge  from  the  service.,  will  be  screened  for 
tuberculosis,  syphilis  and  other  diseases,  and  for  possible  strains  and 
other  physical  defects.  Thus  hospitals  here  will  probably  be  operating 
at  capacity  with  a  critical  nood  for  nodical  personnel  for  many  months 
to  come® 


"Practically  all  officers  and  men  in  the  Medical  Department  came 
in  for  the  emergency., "  said  the  Surgeon  General,  "and  so  far  as  we  are 
.^encerncid^ the  emergency  is  far  from  being  over."

Typical  illustrations  of  the  heroic  part  being  played  by  Medical 
ndministnpttivp-  Corps  officers  in  this  war  is  found  in  tho  recent  citations 
which  namo^Lt  c  Paul  F0  Kcrkhoff  and  Lt  4  Allen  E®  Meeks  for  their  gallant 
actions  under  fire. 


Lt .  Kcrkhoff  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  was  awarded  the  Silver  Star  for 
his  horoism  with  the  45th  Armored  Medical  B  attalion  of  the  3rd  Armored 
Division  during  the  Ardennes  breakthrough  in  December  ,  One  ambulance 
was  knocked  ou^-  and  the  medical  supply  trucks  wore  isolated®  Lt0 
Kcrkhoff  organized  a  group  that  wont  through  heavy  fire  to  rescue  the 
trucks  which  contained  such  valuable  life-saving  cargo. 

Lt.  Moeks  of  San  Bernardino,  Calif®,  was  recently  awarded  tho 
Bronze  Star  for  his  service  as  assistant  battalion  surgeon.  "In  many 
instances,"  tho  citation  roads,  "this  diligunt  officer  risked  his  life 
in  evacuating  the  wounded  while  exposed  to  heavy,,  small  arms,  mortar 
and  artillery  fire.  Has  aggressive :  energetic  actions  and  untiring 
devotion  to  duty  saved  the  lives  of  many  men.  " 

Similr.r  stories  are  heard  on  every  front  where  Modioal  Administra¬ 
tive  Corps  officers,  or  MUCs,  are  doing  a  valiant  and  vital  jobv  frequently 
under  heavy  fire.  T  he  work  of  tho  MACs  is  not  restricted  to  the  com¬ 
bat  zones,  however,  for  they  handle  administrative  work  in  almost  every 
phaso  of  the  Medical  Departments  activities,  thereby  permitting  doctors 
to  confine  most  of  their  activities  to  professional  duties.  The  growth 
in  the  past  three  years  of  the  Medical  Administrative  Corps  from  a 
strength  of  75  to  17,000  is  an  indication  of  the  extent  of  their  help  to 
the  Medical  Corps.

ARMY  DOCTORS  CONSERVE  FUJI  -  MAINTAIN  HEALTH  STANDARDS 

Because  of  serious  civilian  and  military  shortages  of  x-ray  film  and 
photographic  paper.  Army  Medical  Officers  have  been  ordered  to  conserve  these 
materials  while  maintaining  present  high  medical  s  tandards.. 

Following  V-E  Day,  Medical  case  histories  will  continue  to  be  prepared 
on  all  troops  being  redeployed  but  routine  chest  x-rays  will  not  be  made.  This 
step  will  not  be  necessary,  the  Office  of  Tho  Surgeon  General  explained,  be¬ 
cause  chest  x-rays  were  made  of  these  men  when  they  went  overseas  and  the  Army 
has  kept  a  critical  medical  eye  on  them  ever  since*  However.,  if  the  redeploy¬ 
ment  examination  indicates  tuberculosis  or  any  other  chest  disease,  an  x-ray 
will  be  made  promptly. 


GENERAL  LULL  DISCUSSES  PSYCHONEUROTICS 

Speaking  on  the  "Doctors  Look  Ahead"  radio  program  recently.  Major 
General  George  F.  Lull,  USA, Deputy  Surgeon  General,  stated  that  out  of  every 
hundred  soldiers  suffering  from  combat-engendered  emotional  disturbances, 

40  to  5^  are  fit  for  return  to  combat  after  two  days  under  the  care  of  their 
divisional  psychiatrist.  An  additional  10  to  15  men  return  to  combat  after 
two  weeks  of  treatment  in  forward  hospitals.  About  50  more  of  the  hundred 
improve  sufficiently  to  remain  in  the  theater  in  some  non-combat  job,  xvhile 
others  can  continue  to  do  some  type  of  Army  work  in  this  country. 

The  remainder  who  are  discharged  from  the  Army  suffering  from  some  type 
of  psychoneurosis  are  not  insane.  General  Lull  stated  emphatically.  "Treat 
them  with  naturalness,  understanding  and  patience,"  he  advised.  "Help  them 
get  established  in  their  home,  among  their  friends  and  in  a  good  job  —  and 
the  chances  are  10  to  1  that  their  combat  nervous  symptoms  will  fade  entirely."

DDT  STUDIED  FOR  OUTDOOR  USE  HERE 

Extensive  investigations  are  now  being  conducted  to  determine  the 
benefits  and  possible  hazards  involved  in  the  contemplated  use  of  the  in¬ 
secticide  DDT  on  a  large  scale  outdoors  as  part  of  a  plan  to  control  insect- 
borne  diseases. 

In  the  Pacific  Theater,  DDT  proved  highly  valuable  in  bringing  insect- 
borne  diseases  under  control.  However  DDT  will  not  be  employed  indiscriminate 
ly  in  this  country  until  more  research  work  has  been  completed  on  the  general 
biological  effects  of  this  insecticide. 

Besides  killing  insects  that  carry  diseases,  DDT  may  kill  other  insects 
that  are  beneficial  —  and  thus  affect  the  balance  of  nature  which  is  important 
to  agriculture  and  wild  life.  In  combat  zones,  where  the  health  of  the  soldier 
was  at  stake,  it  was  necessary  to  ignore  these  considerations  but  in  the  United 
States  general  outdoor  applications  will  not  be  adopted  until  more  is  known 
a'  out  these  biological  effects. 


COLONEL  SINCLAIR  DIES

ology  and  the  Department  of  Preventive  Medicine  at  the  Army  Medical  School, 
Washington,  D.C.,  died  at  Percy  Jones  General  Hospital,  at  Battle  Creek,  Mich., 
on  May  3  after  a  long  illness.

GENERAL  RANKIN  ADDRESSES  GRADUATING  CLASS  AT  ARMY  MEDICAL  CENTER 

Speaking  on  "Elements  of  Progress  in  Military  Surgery,"  Brigadier  General 
Fred  W.  Rankin,  USA,  Chief  Consultant  in  Surgery  to  The  Surgeon  General,  in 
an  address  to  the  graduating  class  of  tho  Army  Medical  School  ,  stated  that 
mortality  rates  from  serious  injuries  such  as  those  involving  the  head,  chest 
and  abdomen,  have  been  reduced  by  50  percent  and  tho  reconstruction  and  re¬ 
habilitative  surgery  now  being  performed  to  correct  the  disfiguring  and  crip* 
Lips;  consequences  of  grave  injuries  is  little  short  of  miraculous,, 

Many  factors,  he  pointed  out,  arc  involved  in  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  this  unparalleled  record  but  mcr  o  important  than  any  other  is 
the  emphasis  placed  by  the  Army  on  a  high  level  of  professional  competence  and 
the  careful  and  determined  effort  to  place  this  professional  competence  where 
it  will  do  the  most  good.  As  an  examplo  ho  cited  tho  results  of  an  analysis 
made  of  tho  assignments  of  surgeons  eithor  certified  by  specialty  boards  or 
with  equivalent  qualifications.  This  showed,  said  G  eneral  Rankin,  that  "well 
over  95  percent  are  performing  their  appropriate  functions  while  most  of  the 
remaining  have  assumed  positions  of  even  greater  responsibility  which  their 
executive  capacity  permits  and  necessity  dictates,"

Colonel  Craxvford  F,  Sams,  GSC,  Chief  of  the  Planning  Branch,  Supply 
Division,  G-47has  been  awarded  the  United  States  of  America  Typhus  Commission 
Modal.  His  citation  declares  that  Colonel  Sams  "rendered  distinguished  service 
from  January  to  August  1943,  in  connection  with  tho  work  of  the  United  States 
of  America  Typhus  Commission.  As  Chief  Surgoon  at  Headquarters  of  the  United 
States  Army  Forces  in  the  Middle  East,  he  aided  tho  Commission  personally  and 
administratively  in  establishing  its  first  Field  Headquarters  at  Cairo,  Egypt, 
Ho  assisted  in  the  organization  of  tho  CeHciis'Siien^  early  studies  of  typhus  con¬ 
trol  in  Egypt  and  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  Commission,  essential  facilities 
for  all  of  its  investigations.  During  the  critical  period  of  the  initial 
activities  of  the  Commission  in  his  theater  of  operations  overseas.  Colonel 
Sams  contributed  sound  advice  and  guidanco  based  on  his  expert  knowledge  of  the 
problems  to  be  solved.  His  assistance  was  a  direct  aid  to  the  advancement  of

CAPTURE  LARGEST  NAZI  MEDICAL  SUPPLY  DEPOT 

Germany1 s  largest  military  medical  supply  depot  at  Ihringhausen  fell  into 
American  hands  recently  when  the  80th  Infantry  Division  captured  Kassel.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Division  Surgeon,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Harold  J.  Halleck,  KG,  of 
Winamao,  Ind it  contained  ^iCO, GOO  worth  of  new  surgical  instruments  of  ex¬ 
cellent  quality,  vast  stores  of  pharmaceutical  supplies  and  complete  facilities 
for  the  production  of  pills,  medical  capsules,  vials  and  precision  instruments.  • 
Nearly  4,200  gallons  of  \vood  alcohol  were  found  buried  there. 

The  first  Army  Medical  officer  to  enter  the  depot.  Captain  Honry  U.  Meyer, 
MC„  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  said  that  in  strict  observance  of  the  Geneva  Con¬ 
vention,  the  Gorman  medical  personnel  left  the  plant  and  all  medical  supplies 
undamaged.  All  bacteriological  cultures  and  disease  -inoculated'  animals  in 
the  adjoining  experimental  Laboratories  had  boon  destroyed  prior  to  capture. 

The  plant  and  supplies  will  bo  usod  by  the  Army  Medical  Department  to 
ease  the  drain  on  our  own  supplies  by  captured  German  military  and  civilian 
hospitals . 


CAPTAIN  LARIHORE  DISCUSSES  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Captain  Granville  W.  Larimore,  MC,'  Chief  of  the  Health  Education  Unit, 
Preventive  Medicine  Service,  Offico  of  The  Surgeon  General,  participated  in 
a  seminar  on  health  education  problems  at  Harvard  University  School  of  Public 
Health  in  Boston  on  May  8th.  Captain  Larimore  outlined  the  Army’s  health 
education  program  and  discussed  certain  methods  and  procedures  which  have 
evolved  out  of  the  vast  experience  that  the  Army  has  had  since  the  start  of 
the  War  in  teaching  troops  how  to  maintain  and  protect  their  health. 

Rofrcshcr  Training  for  Army  Dentists 

Refresher  professional  training  has  been  authorized  for  officors  of  the 
Army  Dontal  Corps  who  have  been  assigned  to  other  than  professional  duties  or 
who  have  been  limit od  to  one  phase  of  dentistry  for  a  year  or  more.  Priority 
will  be  given  those  who  have  served  overseas  • 

This  training, which  is  voluntary,  is  not  intended  for  dontal  officors 
desiring  to  specialize  but  provides  about  throe  months  rotation  in  all  phases 
of  general  service.  Requests  must  bo  initiated  by  the  individual  officers 
concerned  and  submitted  through  channels. 

GENERAL  LULL  ATTENDS  PHYSICAL  FITNESS  CONFERENCE 

Major  General  George  F.  Lull,  USA,  Deputy  Surgeon  General,  attended  tho 
recent  meeting  in  Chicago  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Physioal  Fitness  as  a 
member  of  tho  Executive  Committee.  The  meoting  was  devoted  to  a  conferonco  on 
standards  of  physical  fitness. 

The  Joint  Committee,  which  represents  tho  American  Medical  Association 
and  the  National  Committoe  on  Physical  Fitness  of  the  Federal  Security  Agency, 
was  formed  as  a  result  of  tho  ’’appalling  need”  for  increased  physical  fitness 
of  civilians  which  was  revealed  by  Selective  Scrvico  rejections  and  health 
statistics.
